The expences incurred under the name of Miſcellaneous Services, 
include a variety of articles of different deſcriptions, and among them 
ſome of thoſe which have been already ſtated as appearing on both 
ſides of the account ; your Committee, therefore, have thought pro- 
per to diſtinguiſh them under ſeveral heads. 

[t has been already, obſerved, that the deficiencies of land and malt 
are annually ſtated as articles of expenditure, and would be inſerted 
on this ſide of the account; and the manner in which they ariſe has 
been ſufficiently explained. It muſt, however, farther be remarked, 
that the ways and means are uſually opened to Parliament, and the 
Committee of Supply cloſed, ſome months before the accounts with 
the Bank, relative to the Exchequer bills iſſued upon the credit. of 
thoſe duties, are actually ſettled, This deficiency, th:refore, is then 
only ſtated upon calculation ; and, as its real amount, whatever it 
may prove, muſt he paid out of the ſupplies of the current year, it 
follows, that if it ſhould turn out more than the calculation, it would 
be one cauſe of a deficiency in the whole of the grants for that year. 
If it ſhovld he leſs, it would either occaſion a ſurplus of thoſe grants,

The ſum ſtated by your Committee is not the eſtimated, but the
